RAY L, GAETZ 
ADDRESSES ROTARY 


Friday last the guest of the day at 
the regular meeting of the Rotary 
Club was 'R. L, Gaetz, and he delivered 
a very interesting and thoughtful ad- 
dress on the subject: ‘Mental Dis- 
armament.” 

He said that he might be accused 
of threshing:over old straw in discus- 
sing “The League of Nations,” but in 
two daily papers he had seen only the 
day before the first two items that had 
attracted his attention were both re- 
ferring to “the next war,” and he was 
convinced that we were in need of 
“mental disarmament.” -He also re- 
lated that in discussing the League 
with a warm personal friend, the 
friend had suggested “The League of 
Notions” would be a more appropriate 
name for this organization, and that 
he felt it was a direct challenge to 


him to justify his belief in the 
League. 
After referring to what Mr. H. G. 


Wells had said in an English daily 
fpaper some time ago about there 
being an immense task before teach- 
ers and writers, before parents and 
talkers, and all who instruct, make 
and change public opinion, and that 
task was the building up a new spirit 
in the hearts of men and a new dream 
in their minds—a spirit of fellowship 
to all men, a dream of a great world 
released from the obsessions of war, 
in which all races would be free to 
make their own distinctive contribu- 
tions to the gathering achievements 
of the race. ‘He went on to say the 
passage of man through the ages, 
from savagery to civilization, was 
marked by the continual transference 
of personal sovereignty from the indi- 
vidual to the community. 

In the savage state, a man owned 
his wife and children; he could inflict 
upon them what punishment he 
pleased without any interference 
whatever from outside sources—he 
could dismiss his wife or abandon 
her: he could sell his daughters as 
freely as any chattels. If his neigh- 
bor did him any wrong, he could exer- 
eise all the rights of a sovereign in 
avenging it and was only limited ‘by 
his physical strength and the surge 
of his passions. As civilizatiun be- 
came more advanced, his personal 
power was increasingly surrendered 
to the community and he made the 
point that just as In the case of the 
surrender of individual sovereignty 
to the community, in an increasingly 
coinplex civilization, the state find it 
imperative to surrender sore portion 
of its sovereignty to a community of 
states. The point was also stressed 
that inasmuch as all the tribes of the 
earth are not equally advanced, there 
must be some restraining force that 
will stand to the world as a whole in 
the same relation that the policeman 
occupies in the community, and that 
was what was seen as the underlying 
idea upon which the League of Na- 
tions was founded. 

Ultra Nationalism was strongly con- 
demned as anti-social, and an English 
writer in the Manchester Guardian 
was quoted on this point. Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil, who was referred to as one 
of nature’s great noblemen was quoted 
from in one of his addresses in New 
York last April as saying that the 
Roman Empire was not really des- 
troyed by outside forces, but commit- 
ted suicide by its constant warfare 
within the Empire itself, the impli- 
cation being that the Western nations 
were following along much the same 
path. 

A good deal of stress was laid upon 
the point that nothing was ever set- 
tled that was not settled right. <A 
survey of the race’s history through 
the ages would justify this statement, 
and even a superficial reader of his- 
tory could not help being driven to 
this conclusion. It was admitted that 
still in our minds the idea of “Force” 
as a solution of our problems was 
dominant, but this was an inheritance 
from the forest and the jungle and 
would some day be replaced by the 
More worthy conception “Right” being 
the arbiter of our affairs, aud then we 
could say: 


“Sleep now in peace, ye Flanders 
dead, 

The cause for which your blood was 
shed 

Has triumpned, and the beast of 
Might.” 


At last has bowed fts head to “Right”; 
A tortured world, through grief and 


ain, 

Is bathed in freedom's light again. 

Fear not, ye have not diced In vain 
In Flanders Fields. 

The torch yo threw and 
caught, 

Has not been held aloft for naught; 

The fight that ye so well begun, 

Is finished now and nobly won, 

So midst the poppies sleep in peace 
In Flanders’ Fields.

Armistice Day was fittingly observ- 
ed in the city on Sunday, November 
11th, the 5th anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the armistice in the greag war. 

All the returned men were invited 
to attend divine service in St Luke’s 
church, the service opening ten min- 
utes earlier than usual to allow for 
the two minutes’ sflence at 11 o’clock, 
the hour when hostilities ceased. The 
78th Battery also paraded to the 
church with a very good turn out. 

After the processional hymn had 
been sung, the entire congregation 
stood with bowed heads dyring the 
two minutes which were marked by 
the tolling of the city and church bell. 
Special hymns were sung, including 
the splendid hymn written by Canon 
Scott, Chaplain of the G.W.V.A., and 
special prayers recited. The singing 
of the first verse of the National 
Anthem brought a very impressive 
service to a close. 

At 12.30 a service was held at the 
monument on Ross Street, in which 
the ministers of all the churches took 
part, as well as a very large number 
of people. Officers in uniform were 
lined up facing the monument from 
the west side with all returned men in 
ranks ‘behind them. The opening 
hymn was “OQ God Que Halp in Ages 
Past,” after which Rev. G. McComas 
read verses 13 to 17 of the 7th chap 
ter of Revelations. Rev. J. W. Church- 
{ll lead the people present in the 
Lord's Prayer, after which Rev. H. C. 
Olsen gave a thanksgiving prayer for 
the victory, and Rev. W. G. Brown 
paid tribute to the army of the slain 
in a prayer of commemoration. 

After the sounding of Last Post and 
the singing of the National Anthem, a 
solemn benediction was pronounced, 
and then in solemn procession the 
representatives of the various soci- 
eties and private citizens filed before 
the monument and placed their 
wreaths and poppies around the base. 
Altogether it was the most impressive 
service of the kind ever held in the 
city, and must have compared favor- 
ably with the thousands of services 
held in nearly every part of the Brit- 
ish Empire,

TWO MINUTES? SILENCE 


November 12th, 1923. 
Dear Mr. Editor: 

{ have before me some English 
newspapers in which it is stated that, 
from every part of Britain came pro- 
tests against the government’s decis- 
ion not to hold a cenotaph service on 
Armistice Day, which fell on Sunday 
this year. It had-been decided to 
hold an official service in Westminster 
Abbey or a public meeting in Trafal- 
sar Square. I was very much pleased 
to note, however, that later, owing to 
public feeling, the following official 
statement was issued: “It has been de- 
cided that in addition to the public 
observance of the anniversary of the 
urmistice at the cenotaph ‘by the two 
minutes’ silence and the laying of 
wreaths, there shall be, as in previous 
years, a short service on the cenotaph.” 
I may state that on each anniversary 
of the signing of the armistice the 
cenotaph has been the scene of a most 
impressive service. Major General 
Sir Frederick Maurice said it is a mis- 
take to break the link of armistice 
days at cenotaph, even for a year. 
Once it is broken, it may not be easy 
to restore the old feeling. This, Mr. 
Editor, should be the feeling of the 
citizens of this city and « district. 
Our War Memorial is a cenotaph to 
us, and many have very sacred mem- 
ories of it, It is a hallowed spot, and 
the tribute at the shrine of “Our 
Glorious Dead” should not be neglect- 
ed. The memory of the very impres- 
sive ceremony held at the Memorial 
on Sunday last will remain with those 
present, and it is hoped that every 
Armistice Day will witness some such 
service. The only regret is that this 
could not have been held at the ap- 
pointed time and the two minutes’ 
silence observed. It is hoped that in 


future years this, with the co-opera- 


tion of the churches, can ‘be, arranged. 
Prebendary Garailey founiey of the 
churcharmy,in writing to the ‘Daily 
Mirror” on the subject, says: Might 
I suggest that through the whole 
country all the religious bodies might 
unite at their own war memorals at 
10.45 and at 11.05 proceed with their 
choirs and congregations to their vari- 
ous places of worship. 
Our War Memorial is perhaps one of 
the most beautiful in the west, but it 
also has a mission to fulfil. It Is a 
monument to those who gave their 
lives and served that the coming 
generations may continue -to enjoy the 
Hberty which our boys;:died. and 
served for, and it is fitting and proper 
that we should do all in our power to 
keep the hallowed memory “of the 
eleventh hour of the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month.” Lest we forget. 
O valiant Hearts ,who to your glory 
came 

Through dust of conflict and through 
battle-flame; 

Tranquil you lie, your knightly virtue 
proved, 

Your memory hallowed in the Land 
you loved.

A Mixed Farming District That Is the 
Home of Prosperous and Happy 
Farmers 


Readers of this paper interested in 
the question of mixed farming and 
various districts conducive to it, will 
be pleased to note the following figur- 
es which the Board of Trade have 
compiled for this purpose: 

The Central Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Marketing association has 
shipped from Red Deer during the 
Jast year 13,000 hogs, 2,500 cattle, 
1,600 chickens, 1,500 dressed turkeys 
and 800 sheep. The association has 
now listed for shipment to the coast 
a car of turkeys, and they expect to 
ship two cars more to Montreal and 
the eastern markets at an early date. 

The Red Deer creameries have pur- 
chased the last 12 months 447,000 
pounds of butterfat, representing an 


outlay of $140,000, which has been 
paid to the local farmer. This aver- 
ages about 40,000 pounds of butter 


per month and 650 gallons of ice 


cream per month. 


The Creamery 


The Red Deer Creamery is an ac- 
quisition to the community, and has 
helped to make history in this vicin- 
ity. 

Red Deer is in the heart of a mixed 
farming district, and dairying is the 
chief industry. : 

Too much stress cannot be laid on 
the importance of this industry, for it 
is one which constantly gives the 
farmer ready cash throughout the 
year. Hence the reason for the wise 
farmer going in for mixed farming. 

In speaking to Mr Hepworth, of 
Hepworth & Martin, he stated that 
whiie the Red Deer district had never 
known a crop failure, the farmer who 
had grain alone as a produce, received 
his money only once a year, and in 
the dairy line of business the farmer 
always had ready cash coming in each 
week, 

“The country,” Mr. Hepworth said, 
“is well adapted to mixed farming. 
for there is an abundance of water, 
and the feed is good. This year," Mr. 
Hepworth continued, “we have made 
200.000 pounds of butter, an increase 
approximately of 25 percent. over last 
year.” Mr Hepworth stated that the 
cream was brought in from all direc- 
tions; the most distant point being 
50 miles. 

All creameries in the province claim 
a much larger production this year, 
an obvious sign that dairying {is on 
the increase.

Straint, that shall make temperance 
the keystone of honor, that shall em- 
blazon on our national banners the 
truth that man himself, that woman 
herself, is the only and sole being re- 
sponsible for intemperance, that shall 
teach the man and the woman that 
they are not and never were the vic- 
tims of drink, but were solely and 
wholly the victims of their own de- 
praved appetite, of their own unre- 
strained habits.

THE BRITISH EMPIRE AND ITS 
LANGUAGES 


Few people, if asked how many dis- 
tinct languages are made use of in 
the British Empire would venture a 
guess anywhere in the nefghborhood 
of the correct number, which, on the 
authority of The Dally Telegraph, is 
more than 800.” Yet even this number 
hardly gives a correct impression of 
the complexities of dialects and 
tongues in many sections of the Em- 
pire. For instance, it appears that in 
India alone 500 different tongues are 
spoken, while in Africa the diversity 
is 80 great that in some sections half 
a dozen villages in ‘the same district 
may each possess a separate language. 

It is significant that the University 
of London has realized the importance 
of this matter, and of the fact that 
Englishmen coming in contact with 
natives speaking these tongues ought 
to be equipped to carry on a reason- 
able intercourse with them. It is true 
that one may look forward to the time 
when English will ‘be spoken not only 
in all the various sections of the Em- 
pire but throughout the world, but that 
time has not yet come. Hence the 
wisdom of the university in authoriz- 
ing a project for an institute of 
phonetics large enough to cope with 
every tongue which is under the Brit- 
ish flag. There is little doubt thatthe 
organization of such a place of study 
would do much toward welding into a 
whole the various parts of the Empire 
and arousing in the natives of every 
section a stronger regard for their 
parent country than heretofore. 

Of course few of these languages 
have any literature or literary value, 
but they are of great importance, 


first, to the administrator, and, sec- |. 


ondly, to the trader. Hence a pro- 
ject such as that proposed by the uni- 
versity should attract the attention 
not only of those interested in the 
welfare of the natives of various sec- 
tions, as such, but of those who in 
any way come in contact with them 
from a practical business standpoint.

Here and There 


A grant of $25,700 to the Salva- 


tion Army to aid Canadian emigra- 
tion work in Great Britain has been 
authorized by a Canadian Order in 
Council, 


According to information received 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
Winnipeg, sixty-three bushels of 
wheat to the acre has been harvested 
on the farm of T. M. Ballantyne, 
three miles north of Lacombe, Al- 
berta. The wheat graded No. 1 
and weighed 64 pounds to the bushel. 


Weighing 3,179 pounds, a steer, 
said to be the largest ever received 
in Winnipeg, arrived at the union 
| stockyards from Wainwright, Al- 
‘berta. It was sold for $250, the 

highest selling price of any steer 
\ in Winnipeg since the war. 

The Canadian Pacific S.S. “Bru- 
ton,” which arrived in Liverpoo] on 
September 5th, put up what is con- 
sidered to be a record in the speedy 
discharge of cargo when she sailed 
the following day, Sept. 6th, at 7 
p.m., having discharged over 2,000 
tons of cargo. ) 


{t is announced that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway will increase the 
size of its irrigation headgates at 
Kimball, in southern Alberta, by 50 
per cent in anticipation of an in- 
crease in area of 40,000 acres in the 
Lethbridge district. Water will be 
turned into the ditches of the Leth- 
bridge Northern project, it is ex- 
nected, some time this fall. 


Buffalo steak will be abundant in 
Canada this fall. A herd of 2,000 
surplus Buffalo wandering on the 
range in the National Park at 
Wainwright will be slaughtered by 
an Order-in-Council, and the meat 
and skins sold. For severa) years 
| the Government has paid special at- 

tention to the preservation of the 

buffalo and the work has bcen s0 
successful that the National Parks 
are now overstocked. 


At a dinner given in his honor by 
the Vancouver Board of Trade, E. 
W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, announced 
that the Company proposed imme- 
diately to add two large modern 
steamers to its coast fleet in order 
to take care of its increasing tour- 
ist traffic over the Company’s Pa- 
cific Coastal lines. He also an- 
nounced tle early completion of a 
new pier at Vancouver at a cost of 
several millions. 


There have been large increases 
in the number of pure bred animals 
in Canada during the decade between 
the last two censuses. The increase 
in the number of pure bred horses 
between 1911 and 1921 was 44 per 
cent; of cattle, 139 per cent; of 
sheep, 75 per cent, and of swine, 
nearly 44 per cent. The number of 
pure bred horses in the Dominion 
in 1921 was 47,782; cattle, 296,656; 
sheep, 93,643, and of swine, 81,143. 


A conservative estimate of the 
amount of money spent in Quenec 
by tourists reaches $2,358,750. From 
the beginning of May until the first 
of September, 15,000 motor tourists 
had called for information at the 
offices of the Quebec Auto Club. 
Taking an average of four people 
to each car, this meant that at least 
60,000 people had come to the city 
by automobiles. Of this number 
there were approximately 3,000 
camping parties, or 12,000 people. 


At the Chateau Frontenac, Que- 
bec, recently, Colonel J. S. Dennis, 
Chief Commissioner of Colonization 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
outlined in a detailed speech exist- 
ing conditions in Canada and pros- 
pects for the future. He emphatic- 
ally stated that there was no cause 
for discouragement, but, on the con- 
trary, every prospect of a renewal 
of rapid development, including an 
increase in our population and the 
development of our latent natural 
resources in such a way as to in- 
sure, in the comparatively ‘near 
future, that we should be out of 
the woods, and progressing rapidly 
to a large population and favorable 
husiness and financial conditions

‘AMAZED WHEN

By Captain Mead, Fort William 
“Peter therefore was kept In prison; 
but prayer was made without ceasing 
of the church unto God for him.”— 
| Acts 12:5. 
Does God answer prayer? God al- 
ways did and always will 
prayer. His ear is open, His arm is 
stretched forth. Man is powerless and 
helpless; In spite of all that he can do, 
but when God works, “who can hin- 
der?” 


Cast Into Prison 

What a wonderful deliverance is re- 
corded to us in the twelfth chapter of 
Acts. King Herod had taken James 
and caused him to be killed with the 
sword, and because the king saw it 
pleased the Jews he proceeded further 
totake Peter also, whom he cast into 
prison to await the feast of the Pass- 
over, after which he was to be led 
forth to be executed. Every pre- 
caution was taken, he was chained 
with two chains to a soldier on each 
side of him. On the inside and on the 
outside of the door soldiers were on 
guard. Outsidg was the wall of the 
prison and the great iron gate. Human- 
ly speaking, the prospect of escape 
was not very bright. 

Did the few Christians who were at 
Jerusalem at this time get discourag: 
ed? Did they say, “it is not any use 
trying, nothing can be done. James 
is killed, Peter is in prison; they are 
80 many and we are so few we shall 
likely all_be killed, too!” No, they 
said, “we wil pray about it; thinks 
look dark, but God lives.” We read 
that they met at the house of Mary, 
the mother of John surnamed Mark, 
where prayer was made without ceas- 
ing, night and day they called upon 
God. Maybe they sang some of the 
Psalms of David and they may have 
talked of the ‘Lord’s dealings with 
Abraham, Joseph and Elijah, but they 
prayed without ceasing. That is 
where we so often fail. We pray for a 
time about a certain thing and if we 
do not get an answer right away, we 
cease. We must pray through, and 
without ceasing. “Faith, mighty faith, 
the promise sees, and cries, it shall be 
done.” ‘Peter was kept in prison 
about a week. It was not the first or 
the second or the third day that their 
prayers were answered. We come up 
to the last night. Peter is still in 
prison. The next day he is to be 
executed. The saints are still pray- 
pens? 
ing, still calling upon God. What hap- 

Who Can Hinder? 

In the night, while he is quietly 
sleeping between two soldiers, alight 
shines in the prison. ‘An angel comes 
down from Heaven and touches Peter, 
saying “arise up quickly.” His chains 
fall to the ground, the soldiers are as 
dead men, their eyes are closed, their 
ears are stopped! “When God works 
who can _ hinder? Peter is com- 
manded to put on his girdle, bind on 
his sandals, andas though it were a 
dream he follows God’s messenger 
out of the prison, past the first and 
second ward. When outside they 
come to the great dron gate, and it is 
closed. How often have we been in 
the prison of doubt, difficulty and 
despair. We were hemmed in on all 
sides, but when we cried unto God, 


angel to deliver us and make a way 
for us. Then there arose some ob- 
stacle greater than all the rest—there 
was the great iron gate. But note, 
when they came up to it—not before— 
it opened of its own accord to allow 
them to go through. What a great

would teach us by this is not to meet 
trouble halfway, but would say to 
us ‘iMy grace is sufficient for you.” 
If God has led us so far, will He not 
lead us the rest of the journey? 

An Angel of Deliverance 

When, on the streets of Jerusalem, 
the angel departed and Peter came to 
himself, realizing where he was and 
what God had done for him, he said, 
“Now I know for a surety that God 
hath sent His angel and delivered me 
from the hands of Herod and from the 
expectation of the Jews.” While medi- 
tating upon it he made his way to the 
house of Mary. His’knock on the gate 
was answered by a young woman 
named Rhoda. The sound of Peter’s 
voice so thrilled ther that, without 
opening the gate, she hurried to con- 
vey the good news to those who were 
still praying for him 

Now that God answers, they do not 
believe. How often we have lacked in 
faith. Peter continued knocking and 
when they let him in and saw that it 
was really him for whom they had 
been praying, they were astonished. 

Nothing Impossible With God 

I am as sure that God answers pray- 
er as that bread satisfies hunger and 
water quenches fhirst. When we see 
what God can and will do in answer 
to prayer, let us pray without ceasing. 
Sometimes the answer is delayed, 
often it comes in a way we least ex- 
pect, but let us remember that nothing 
is impossible with God.

THE RESULT 


The final count will probably show 
that over thirty-five thousand voters 
are opposed to the existing prohibi- 


tory liquor act and in favor of govern- 
ment control or license, the great 
majority favoring government control. 

Prohibition was not carried by pro- 
hibitionists in 1915, but by the moder- 
ate drinker, the quiet-thinking citizen 
who could take a drink and could 
leave it alone, by the heavy drinker 
who wanted to see the traffic abolish- 
ed because he could not leave it alone, 
and even by the bar-room loafer. 

After eight years of trial the large 
majority of citizens have decided that 
the prohibition act did not prohibit, 
that a great deal of drinking of strong 
drink went on under the very eyes of 
the law in various underhand man- 
ners, and the manufacture of booze of 
a fearfully deadly type was being 
carried on in increasing quintities, 
and bootleggers were becoming thor- 
oughly organized, and securing such 
a foothold that it was almost impos- 
sible to detect their underhand deal- 
ings. 

Under the circumstances the aver- 
age citizen, to whom these facts were 
familiar, voted for some other system 
preferably government control. 

No one wants to see the bar back 
again with all the sordid evils of the 
treating system, but many citizens do 
want the privilege of purchasing liq- 
uor, pure liquor, without feeling they 
are committing a criminal offence in 
doing so. 

It is now up to the provincial gov- 
ernment to give us a measure that 
will protect the people.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 
OF DEMOCRACY 


We in Canada have got so accus- 
tomed to our democratic government 
that we tend to take it for granted that 
in any civilized country there can be 
no other system We thought that the 
late German government of the Kaiser 
and the Russian autocracy of the Czar 
were the last survivals of feudal auto- 
cracy with its military uniforms and 
rigid artificial caste distinctions. That 
any man should be perpetually ad- 
dressed as “All Highest” strikes us as 
indicating at least a lamentable 
lack of 'the sense of humour on the 
part of all concerned. When the Czar 
and the Kaiser were deposed, we all 
thought that that was the last of these 
archaic anachronisms in white men’s 
countries, and that democracy at last 
had come into unchallenged suprem- 
acy. 

It was a somewhat premature as- 
sumption. Things have taken an un- 
expected turn since the war ended. 
Russia {s still in the grip of a tyranny 
as arbitrary and cruel as that of the 
Czars at any time. She has not even 
the form of a parliament as she had 
under the last Czar. Germany is in 
chaos and under a military dictator- 
ship. Italy is ruled by one man alone, 
who openly despises parliamentary 
methods, and says in almost so many 
words that he alone must decidg what 
is best for the people. Greece and 
Spain are both ruled by small ‘bodies 
of soldiers. In Asia China is wholly 
subject to irresponsible military gov- 
ernors or brigands. The unchallenged 
supremacy of democracy is a some- 
what shaky theory to maintain in the 
face of these uncomfortable facts. 

“Ah,” but we say, “what have we to 
do with these old peoples? Leave 
them to wallow in the mire of their 
wars, and hatreds. The British Em- 
pire and the United States, the whole 
English-speaking peoples in fact, re- 
main true to the di 9ocratic principle, 
and while they stand firm, the rest 
can go their own foolish way unheed- 
ed.” 

Well, that is true so far, and we 
have every reason to be thankful that 
it is true, but can we be quite sure 
that all is well with the principle of 
democracy among the English-speak- 
ing race? Was there not recently a 
somewhat ominous happening in Okla- 
homa, where a governor declared that 
the legislature was under the power of 
a secret society and that because of 
that fact he on his own responsibility 
would prevent that legislature from 
meeting and would safeguard the wel- 
fare of the state by force if need be? 
Was this not very much a repetition

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BRITISH JUSTICE 
IN GERMANY 


THE BRITISH SUMMARY COURT 
IN COLOGNE 


(Special to The News) 


In the area of Germany occupied by 
the British army the administration 
of ordinary law and order is left to 
the German authorities subject to 
the supervision of the British army 
authorities, but any matters that affect 
the safety and welare of the British 
troops or the behaviour of Germans 
towards British people come under 
the jurisdiction of the British mili- 
tary authorities, who deal with them 
in what is called the Summary Court, 
or in very serious cases ‘by specially 
constituted military tribunals after 
the fashion of field general courts mar- 
tial in time of war. 

The following is a description of the 
ordinary day’s work in the Summary 
Court, a description from _ personal 
observation made possible by the 
courteous consideration of the British 
officers concerned. 

The Court is held in a German court 
house in the city. The President and 
sole judge of the court is a British 
major, who is also a member of the 
English bar. On this occasion on 
the right hand of the President sat a 
white-haired German interpreter, 
whose understanding of English seem. 
ed to be better than his speaking of 
it, which was intelligible but not too 
correct, and who was seemingly divid- 
ed between a feeling of fussy impor- 
tance at his position as an official of 
a victorious army, and resentment 
because that army was a foreign and 
not a German one. On the right of 
the interpreter sat a British captain 
who acted as prosecutor. In the well 
of thecourt atatable sat a stout old 
German police official in the service 
of the court. On the left of the 
President sat his British regimental 
clerk. : 

The first case brought on was that 
of a German street-car conductor ac- 
cused of rudely and roughly turning 
two little English girls, daughters of 
a British officer, out of their seats in 
a street-car to make room for a Ger- 
man woman. The accused was placed 
in the dock with a British soldier with 
fixed bayonet standing on his right. 
He was defended by a German lawyer 
wearing a black gown, but neither wig 
nor white bands. The case had been 
up before but had been adjourned to 
allow the defence to produce a certain 
witness whom they considered neces- 
sary. The story told by the accused 
was that on the day in question a 
crippled man came into the car, which 
was crowded, and that he asked the 
two little girls to let him have their 
seat; that they at first refused on the 
ground that they were English and 
were not obliged to stand up for a 
German; that he politely suggested 
to them that in the case of a lame man 
it should not matter what his nation- 
ality was; that they then stood up of 
thelr own accord, but that in the 
meantime the lame man had been 
given a seat elsewhere, and that the 
girs’ seats were taken by one or two 
German women; that he had neither 
spoken roughly to them nor touched 
them, such conduct being quite con- 
trary to his gentle character. The 
caSg had been investigated by a Brit- 
isharmy police agent in plain clothes 
and it was naturally desired to find 
the lame man or some of the other 
people who had been in the street 
car at the time. Unnfortunately, the 
accused had given no less than four 
entirely different descriptions of the 
lame man to the British police agent, 
who further and in very plain terms, 
flatly contradicted some of the ac- 
cused’s statements as to what had 
occurred in the course of the investli- 
gation for the case. Counsel for the 
accused now wished to get yet anoth- 
er adjournment of the case in order 
to put an advetrisement in the Cologne 
papers in the hope of finding a 
woman who had been in the street-car 
at the time and had taken some part 
in the discussion. He admitted, how- 
ever, that {t was unlikely that she 
would come forward, as Germans did 
not like appearing before the Britsh 
courts, a remark which the President 
of the court commented on as_ not 
being surprising. It further appeared 
that the defence had made no real 
effort either to find the necessary wit- 
nesses or to inform the prosecuting 
authorites of just whom they wanted 
to get. The President therefore refus- 
ed the request for an adjournment. 
The two little girls gave their evi- 
dence quite clearly—that they saw no 
lame man in the car, but were simply 
told by the connductor to get up and 
give their seats to a German lady, 
and when they refused, were seized 
by the back of the neck and turned 
forcibly out of their seats. Counsel 
for the accused declined to cross- 
examine them, and called no further 
evidence for the defence except a 
witness as to the character and long 
service of the accused. The Presi- 
dent asked if there was any further 
evidence as to the accused’s character, 
and a quiet, bearded German, who had 
been standing slightly behind the ac- 
cused’s. counsel, steppe! forward. The 
President at ance said that he would 
be glad to Hsten to him, as he had 
helped the court on other occasions. 
The German merely stated that he had 
looked into the accused’s past record, 
and wished to confirm what had been 
already said on hfs behalf. The man- 
ner of this German was interesting. 
He was obviously intensely pained by 
the whole proceedings from a national 
standpoint, at seeing his countrymen 
thus brought before a foreign soldier, 
and a German courthouse made the 
scene of British justice. At the same 
time he equally plainly recognized 
the fairness of the trial, and his man- 
ner showed a genuine respect and 
regard for the British military judge 
Here was a German gentleman doing 
his duty under painful circumstances 
without malice and without fear.

The 
President then gave his judgment in 
curt,’ decisive sentences, which were 
interpreted.as he went along by the 
German interpreter on his right. He 
said that he did not believe a word of 
the accused’s story; that if it was 
genuine, he could and should have 
taken steps to get the names of some 
of those present in the car at the 
time of the incident; that he had no 
doubt that if there had been a lame 
man standing in the car, the little 
girls, if properly asked, would certain- 
ly have given him their seat; that, as 
it was, they were entirely right in 
refusing to stand up; and that it had 
better be clearly understood that Eng- 
lish children were not to be treated in 
that style in Cologne; the accused 
would go to prison for a week, and but 
for his good record would have receiv- 
ed a severer sentence. The accused, 
whose expression throughout and his 
glances at the British officers and the 
little girls might well have convicted 
him without any verbal evidence, was 
then removed from the court. 


His place was taken by a German 
miner accused of being found in pos- 
session of a'revolver and cartridges— 
a serious offence a the present time. 
The evidence against him was given 
by a German policeman, very spick 
and span and military in blue uniform 
with a sword, who said that he went 
into a wine-house and was there given 
the revolver by a third man who told 
him that he had taken it from the ac- 
cused. Asked by the president who and 
where was this third man, he replied 
that he did not know and had not en- 
quired at the time. The obvious hole 
jin the evidence of the prosecution 
which made the case depend entirely 
on the hearsay evidence of an un- 
known and absent witness, had more 
than a suspicion of deliberate double- 
dealing on the part of the German 
police. It appears that it is quite a 
usual trick on their part to try to an- 
noy and baffle the British authorities 
by leaving holes in the evidence. Un- 
fortunately, the accused himself spoil- 
ed the game by blurting out that what 
the policeman said was perfectly true 
—that he had had the revolver In the 
wine-house, but.had taken it there to 
give up to a British sergeant whom 
the had seen in the place on several 
occasions. Unluckily for him, the 
sergeant was not there on this occas- 
jon, and while he was showing the re- 
volver to another German, the police- 
man came in, and the second German 
took the revolver and gave it to the 
policeman. The accused, however, 
could not explain why he had kept the 
revolver in his possession for a con- 
siderable time; why it was provided 
with cartridges, or why he had chosen 
one particular and unascertained Brit- 
ish sergeant to give it up to when 
there were British military police on 
duty all over the city. He was, there- 
fore, found guilty and sentenced to 
six weeks’ {mprisonment. 

The next case was also that of a 
German accused of having a weapon 
in his possession. This time it was 
a sort of bludgeon or life-preserver 
found in the kitchen of the house 
where he lived with his mother, to 
whom the house belonged. His story 
was that the thing had been brought 
home as a curiosity 15 or 16 years be- 
fore by his brother who had been 
killed in the war, and that it had been 
ever since hanging in the kitchen 
where {t was used as a poker for the 
fire. He called his mother as a wit- 
ness. She came in, a rather pathetic 
figure, old and poorly clad, with a 
black shawl over her shoulders. Af- 
ter being sworn in the German fash- 
ion with upraised right hand and re- 
peating the whole words of the oath 
aloud in German after the interpreter, 
she gave her evidence confirming her 
son’s story plainly and simply though 
with much nervousness. She added 
that neither she nor the accused had 
thought that the old life-preserver 
was reckoned as a weapon to be hand- 
ed over to the British. At the close 
of her evidence the President stated 
that he was satisfied as to the truth 
of the story told by the defence, that 
they must understand that sush things 
as the life-preserver must not be in 
their possession, and that he found 
the accused not guilty and discharged 
him. 

The details of these cases were less 
interesting than the manner of those 
taking part in them and affected by 
them. The Germans seemed to be 
divided into two types—the one host- 
ile, bitter, theirenmity kept in check 
only by fear and showing through 
their subdued and correct deport- 
ment; the other type seemingly quite 
without any ill-feeling to the British, 
on the contrary disposed both to res- 
pect and like them, but feeling the 
whole situation as a painful neces- 
sity. The general impression left 
was that while individual Germans of 
the better type regard the British with 
genuine good-will, the mass of the 
Germans have by no means dropped 


their hostility; and are by no means 
repentant, and that British people who

ANGLICAN CHURCH 
WORST ADVERTISED 
IN WHOLE WORLD 


Rev. C. N. Bateman Gives a Very 
interesting Address on the Church 
and Publicity. 


~ 


The Church of England ie the worst 
advertised organization In the world. 
The church is following the world 
and crying “stop,” instead of being 
in the front to lead. 

! do not think that the press gets 
fair play from the church and | think 
that we should work for a better un- 
derstanding between the press and the 
church. There is a form of publicity 
In keeping with the dignity of the 
church but we are not using it. Look 
what publicity did for the stampede 
and the wheat pool. If publicity is so 
successful in the many ventures of 
life, why cannot the church use it? 


Backing up his argument with ex- 
amples of what the right kind of 
publicity has done to advance pro- 
gress in the industrial and commercial 
world, Rev. Charles N. Bateman, 
rector of St. Gabriel’s Anglican church 
Crescent Heights, Calgary, made a 
strong plea in favor of an extended 
campaign of dignified publicity for 
the Anglican Church in Canada, when 
he addressed the monthly meeting of 
the Anglican Clericus on the subject 
of “Publicity and the Church.” Mr. 
Bateman suggested that the Anglican 
church was not seeking or getting the 
amount of publicity it deserved in 
keeping with the great work that the 
church is doing throughout the Dom- 
inion of Canada. He referred to the 
statement of Canon Dean some time 
ago when he charged the press with 
gross ignorance of church topics, and 
suggested that probably the press did 
not receive fair play from the church. 
In giving his address, he said: 

“The very bells that are rung each 
Sunday are a form of publicity,” said 
Mr. Bateman. “We hear a lot these 
days about clerical uniforms. It is 
simply a mark which sets us apart 
and shows to the public who is who. 
The overalls of the mechanic, the red 
cross on the car of the doctor, may all 
come under the same heading as 
forms of publicity. 


Not Blatant Tub-Thumping 


Publicity is not a ‘blatant tub- 
thumping, or even an attempt to hyp- 
notize the public, but it is the im- 
pressing upon the mind of the public 
some fact, which may be of use to 
them when occasion arises. 

“Look at its success. Take the 
stampede, the visit of A. Sapiro, etc., 
ete. If publicity is successful in the 
many ventures of industrial life, why 
cannot the church use it? 


The Worst Advertised 


It is the verdict of an American in- 
terested in the varieties of religious 
experience, “‘that the Church of Eng- 
land is the worst advertised organiza- 
tion in the world,” and this may be 
true as far as methods of publicity 
go. The national mission in England, 
it is said, would have created far more 
stir if the church dignitaries who pro- 
moted it had taken the front page of 
the “Daily Mail” instead of depending 
upon the customary leaflets and pam- 
phlets. It is a fact that traditions of 
restraint which characterizes public 
school and university has left its mark 
too deeply on the mind of the Anglican 
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bishops and clergy to permit them to 
become good: publicists. 


Church Should Lead 


It is an old cry: “The church follow- 
ing the world and crying stop instead 
of being in front to lead.” 
have the three-cornered warfare he- 
tween old traditions, new ideals and 
new methods, and this warfare will 
never cease -until the church as a 
whole steps out and says: “We will 
dignify—yes, and sanctify, methods of 
publicity by using them, and so keep 
our church and its message to the 
fore in social and industrial life.” 

“Publicity is so much a part of our 
atmosphere that it is impossible to ig- 
nore it. Our problem is not to decide 
whether publicity is good or otherwise 
—the day—i.e., (our generation) has 
decided that. Our problem as a church 
is to find what limits must be set upon 
its use and what methods may be 
ruled as illegitimate.” 


Ideal Publicity 


It must be said at once that in the 
New Testament great stress is laid on 
personal publicity of the message of 
the Gospel by the individual. Natur- 
ally this, of course, must take first 
place. “Ye are witnesses of these 
things. Ye shall be witnesses.” 

“While we must ever strive for this 
ideal form of publicity, it must be re- 
membered that to talk of deep reli- 
gious or spiritual experiences is some- 
thing always embarrassing to the 
Anglo-Saxon mind, the average Brit- 
isher will not become a publicist of his 
own emotions and experiences. The 
message of Wesley, ‘Come hither and 
hearken, and I will tell you what God 
has done for my soul,’ is a form of 
publicity which {s particularly embar- 
rassing to the Britisher, and there 
are few who would do as Wesley did. 


Method of Publicity 


Taking into consideration all that 
has been said so far, next in line as a 
method of publicity should come the 
press. We have seen what the press 
did for the stampede, for Sapiro, for 
the clerical conference some time ago. 
I believe much more could have been 
done both before and after if there 
had been a deeper sympathy between 
the church and press. 


Newspapers Want to Help 


‘My personal experience is that there 
{s at news offices of our local papers a 
desire to serve, and if we will only 
accept the offer of their services and 
guide it in the right direction with 
constructive criticism, we shall find 
that in a short time we would be able 
to strengthen our position and our 
relationship, and so obtain from them 
a real useful publicity of high tone 
and intelligence.

STATES H.W. WOOD 


Winnipeg’ Companies by Chairman 
of Pool Trustees. 


Winnipeg, Nov. 10.—Elevator com- 
panies with head offices in Winnipeg 
have been giving the Alberta wheat 
poo! no little trouble by refusing to 
sign the contract which has been 
agreed to by most of the elevator com- 
panies in Alberta, and by refusing to 
turn over to the pool the terminal 
elevator receipts and bills of lading 
of cars of wheat which pool farmers 
have delivered. at the companies’ ele- 
vators, according to a statement made 
here last night by H. W. Wood, 
chairman of the pool. 

Although the farmers who owned 
the wheat had given written orders, 
the elevator men were persisting in 
this refusal and, In addition, Mr. Wood 
stated that he had received advice 
from ‘Calgary that wheat from pool 
farmers was being refused by some 
elevators. 

Asked what the pool proposed doing 
about it, Mr. Wood said that he and 
his fellow trustees were men of peace, 
but they did not intend allowing any 
elevator company or companies to 
deny the farmer their rights, as laid 
down by the Canada Grain Act, to 
use the elevator facilities at country 
points for handling and storing their 
grain, and their further right to de- 
liver it afterwards to Wwhomsoever 
they liked to handle it for them. 
Years ago, Mr. Wood said, the far- 
mers of the west fought for and ob- 
tained certain rights under the act. 


Something Stirring 


“If I am any judge of our Alberta 
farmers,” he continued, “they are 
ready to do it again. In addition to 
their right to elevator accommodation 
according to law, they still have load- 
ing platforms in ‘the country, and if 
any of our farmers once get the idea 
that any elevator companies are try- 
ing to make it impossible for them 
to get their wheat delivered to their 
own pool, a whole lot of us may be 
surprised ‘by the sudden changes that 
may come in grain handling at Al- 
berta points. The history of the old 
Grain Growers’ Grain company from 
1906 to 1909 has not been forgotten by 
our farmers, and we have not forgot- 
ten, some of the lessons we learned 
then.” 

After the first 10 days’ operation, 
the machinery of the pool was work- 
ing smoothly, Mr. Wood said, and the 
elevator companies seemed to offer 
the only difficulty. 

There was no truth in reports that 
the pool was having trouble with the 
grain exchange, ‘Mr. Wood said.

At Wain- 
wright, Alberta, on the main line 
ways, the Canadian Government 
herd has increased to such an ex- 
tent that it has been found neces- 
sary to slaughter 2,000 of the ani- 
mals this fall. There are now 8,- 
300 buffaloes in the herd, which was 
started sixteen years ago by the 
purchase of 716 buffalo from 
Michael Pablo, a Mexican half- 
breed rancher of Montana. As this 
number is too great for the Gov- 
ernment to maintain, and also as 
the comparative increase of the 
sexes of the animals makes it ne- 
cessary that many of the bulls be 
killed off, contracts have been let 
for the slaughtering and dressing 
of the animals. 

The meat, hides and heads are to 
be placed on sale and enquiries

which have already been received 
indicate that all of the products of 
the herd will find a ready market 
at prices which will go a long way 
toward paying for the upkeep of 
the herd. 

The hunt this fall, which takes 
place on November Ist, will in 
some ways be reminiscent of the 
old days when the Indian hunted 
the lordly buffalo all over the 
northwestern plains. Cowboys and 
Indians will herd the animals down 
toward their winter pasture and 
there will cut out of the main herd 
those animals which it has been 
decided to slaughter. Then they 
will be driven toward the place de- 
signed for the dressing of the car- 
cases and there they will be 
despatched by expert marksmen 
with rifles. While the Indians will 
take part in the roundup, their 
bows and arrows will, in this case 
give way before the modern rifle 
as it is important from the stand- 
point of the quality of the meat 
that the animals be despatched 
with the first shot. 

Movie men will film the “hunt” 
in connection with the preparation 
of a picture which is later to be 
released throughout the world
